party, not exceeding Twenty Pounds in all Actions on Debt on any 
Bond, Bill, or Specialty for payment of money only, and in Action 
on the Case on any Promissory Note, or Inland Bill of Exchange; 

15 Ten Pounds in all Actions of Debt for Rent, upon Leases, Articles, 

Minutes, or Contracts in writing, and in all Actions on the Case in 
Assumpsit and Insimul Computasset ; and the sum of Five Pounds 
in all Actions of Trover and Conversion, Quantum Meruit, Actions 
of Trespass or Detinue for Goods and Chattels taken or detained: 



And whereas by an Act passed in the Thirty-eighth year of the 
reign of King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to amend an

“ jesty King George the Third,” the Jurisdiction of the said As- 
sistant Barrister was extended to Ten Ponnds in Actions of Trover 
and Quantum Meruit, and also to all Actions in Trespass for any 
injury done to the person or goods of the Plaintiffs j (Criminal Con- 5 
versatiorj with the wife of the Plaintiff only excepted,) and in all 
Actions on the Case (Slander only excepted) wherein the Sum 
demanded in the Process should not exceed the Sum of Five Pounds : 

And whereas by an Act passed in the Fifty-sixth year of the 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “An 10 
“ Act to amend the Law of Ireland respecting the Recovery of 
“ Tenements from absconding, overholding and defrauding Tenants, 

“ and for the protection of the Tenant from undue Distress,” ajuris- 
diotion Was thereby given to the said Assistant Barrister to try and 
determine certain Causes for Recovery of Lands and Tenements 15 
as dierein mentioned, where the Rent reserved did not exceed an 
annual sum of Twenty Pounds, as therein mentioned : 

And whereas by an Act passed in the Fifty-eighth year of the 
reign of his said late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, 

“ An Act to explain and amend an Act passed in the Fifty-sixth 20 
“ year of the reign of his said Majesty, for amending the Law of 
“ Ireland respecting the Recovery of Tenements from absconding, 

“ overholding and defaulting Tenants, and for the protection of the 
“ Tenant from undue Distress,” such jurisdiction was increased in 
such cases where the Rent reserved did not exceed Fifty Pounds 25 
per annum : 

And whereas by an Act passed in the Sixth year of the reign of 
his late Majesty King George tlie Fourth, intituled, “An Act to 
“ provide for the Assimilation of the Currency and Monies of 
“ Account throughout, the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 30 
“ Ireland,” the Currency of both parts of the U nited Kingdom was 
assimilated ; and great trouble and inconvenience hath been felt by 
reason of the fact, that the Jurisdictions of the Assistant Barristers 
were bounded by sums of Money to be calculated in the late Irish 
Currency, and which is in contravention of the principle of the said ^5 
herein last recited Actj

^ called Civil Bill, all disputes and differences between Party and 
Party, for any sum not exceeding Tzventy Pounds in all Actions on 
Debt on any Bond, Bill, or Specialty for payment of Money only, 
and in Actions on the Case on any Promissory Note or Inland Bill 
of Exchange ; or for any sum not exceeding Ten Pounds in all 
10 Actions of Debt for Rent upon Leases, Articles, Minutes or Con- 
tracts in writing, and in all Actions on the Case in Assumpsit and 
Insimul Computasset, and all Actions of Trover and Quantum 
Meruit, in which the Sum demanded in the Process shall not exceed 
the sum of Ten Pounds ; and also all Actions of Trespass for any 
15 injury done to the person or goods of the Plaintiff (Criminal Conver- 
sation with the wife of the Plaintiff only excepted,) and also all 
Actions on the Case (Slander only excepted,) wherein the Sum de- 
manded in the Process shall not exceed the sum of Five Pounds ; 
and to decree to the possession of all Lands and Tenements which 
30 shall or may be overheld, or where one year’s Rent shall be in arrear, 
as in the said recited Acts of the Fifty-sixth and Fifty-eighth years 
of the reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, where the 
annual rents of the said Land so overheld or in arrear shall have 
been last holden, or are held at a rent not exceeding Fifty Pounds 
25 British Currency ; and to make and renew such Decrees and Dis- 
misses in like manner as they are entitled to do under the said 
hereinbefore recited Acts. 



AND where^ a Schedule of Fees is given by the said recited Act 
passed in the Thirty-sixth year of the reign of his late Majesty 
30 King George the Third, and which are payable in the late Irish 
Currency, and in contravention of the principles of the said Act of 
the Sixth year of the reign of King George the Fourth j and in 
many instances the same are by no means adequate to remunerate 
the Practitioners in the said Court; BE it therefore Enacted, That 
35 the following Fees shall be substituted for the Fees mentioned in the 
said Act, and that none other, from and after ihe passing of this Act, 
shall be charged or allowed as Costs against the party suing or sued 
pursuant to the said recited Acts of the Thirty-sixth and Thirty- 
eighth years of the reign of King George the Third, or under this 
40 Act.

&€. by virtue of the said recited Acts of the Fifty-sixth and Fifty-eighth 
years of the reign of King George the Third, to the Assistant 
paid inUritish Barrister, Chairman of the County of Dublin, Clerks of the Peace, 
Currency. and Sheriffs, be chargeable and payable in similar amounts 

in British currency. 



And be it further Enacted, That the Fees of Attornies and Soli- 
re?oVcrab1e eitors of Ireland shall be regulated by the aliquot parts of the 
Pound sterling in the present Currency ; and that such Fees, and the 
England. Charges 
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Charges for all business, both at Law and Equity, shall be payable 
to them and recoverable by them in the said Currency, in the same 
manner as the Fees and Charges of Attornies and Solicitors are by 
law now recoverable in that part of the United Kingdom called 
England. 
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
